STREET IMPROVEMENT WORK 


CITIZENS will look with gratification upon the street improve- 
** merit work that is in the process of completion here. 


Resurfacing of Cedar street, Sampson street, and North 


Mercer street, are projects that have long been needed. Ar- 
rangements made by council for this work are deserving of com- 
mendation. 


Repaving of Washington street by the State Highway De- 


partment is another street job that is a fine improvement for 
the city, and the department is likewise entitled to credit. 


Work is in progress on a surface for North Mercer street 


between Sheridan and Euclid avenues. 
This will make an im- 


proved road almost to the magnificent George Washington High 
School. It is a question in our mind why it is not possible by 
some plan, to provide for surfacing the block or two of Euclid 
avenue that fronts the high school property.

Mexico appears to have captured a large part of the American 


tourist trade lost by France and other European countries. 


The southern republic, at any rate, is experiencing the greatest tar 


flux of visitors from the United States that it has even been called 
on to entertain. By train, airplane and automobile, they are storming 
the Mexican capital. 


So great has been the American tourist business this summer, that 


the federal government has taken notice of it and has interested itself 
in trying to make available more accommodations. A census of private 
homes whose owners are willing to rent a few rooms to tourists is being 
taken by the department of commerce. Hotel accommodations are in- 
adequate. Many Americans arriving in Mexico last-month-found it im- 
possible to obtain rooms in hotels. Some had to call upon acquaintances 
while others were taken care of by the Pullman company in sleeping 
cars lying idle in railroad yards. 


Indications are said to be that next year's rush will be greater than 


this year's. The Hotarian and the Lions clubs have selected Mexico

16, 1914.—Germany begins to real- 
ize, too late, the error of her ways 
in the East in the years before the 
war. 


She has won the admiration of 


Japanese militarists and intellec- 
tuals. They have much in common. 
The best of Japanese youth have 
been going to Germany for scien- 
tific and cultural training. Japan 
has reorganized her army on the 
German 'system, and used German 
officers as instructors. 
But Ber- 
lin's statesmen in their preoccupa- 
tion with the European scene, have 
missed the Orient's vistas. 
They 
have had too arrongant a policy in 
China. 
Japanese people, always 


jealous of European poaching on 
their Chinese preserves, have not 
forgotten that Japan lost Port Ar- 
thur after winning the Russian war 
because of Berlin's meddling; that 
German seizure of Kiac-chau start- 
ed other vulture nations swooping 
down on defenseless China. 


If the German foreign office had 


been as visionary as the Germany 
general staff during the years of 
preparation for this war, the Cen- 
tral Powers might have kept Japan 
neutral, or even had her as an ally. 
Either eventuality would. have had 
tremendous effects on the German 
fortunes. 


But today, the 16th, Germany is 


confronted with the inevitable loss 
of her Far Eastern bases:

Phipps Stores Celebrate 
10th Anniversary Here 


Recognized Need for Complete 


Accessory 
Store; Business 


Grows by Leaps and Bounds 


How many times have you walked along tK* 


itreet and glanced up at signs over businesf 
establishments, and then perhaps, noticed » 
new alga that you never s»w before. Uncon- 
sciously you think—well there's another big 
corporation opening up In town. We take thoM 
things at face value, but very seldom do w« 
stop to think or try to find out how thon 
companies started. 


Who started that company—when and how? 


Why did that firm succeed and grow? Ther* 
Is always a reason. 
In your town today, you will find an auto- 


mobile accessory store, and no doubt you have 
patronized that store not knowing where it 
started nor when. That store was started just 
ten year* ago this month by Dean H. Phipps. 


Many or our readers will naturally want to 


know who this man Phipps Is. Well we'll tell 
you—he Is a native Pennsylvanian, who started 
out In 192* by opening a small auto accessory 
shop In Stroudsburg, Pa. A very small store in 
a small town. Phipps had the Idea that he 
wanted to start a different type of auto store 
than had ever been operated before. ' Prior to 
1924 there were very few stores in this country 
that sold automobile accessories. Motorists in 
those days purchased the few Items they needed 
for their cars from the car dealer or garage- 
maa. The car dealer was Interested in selling 
new automobiles and the garagcman specialized 
In repairing cars. 
They gave little or no 


thought to the sale of automobile accessories 
and parts. 
Phipps saw the need of a store that special- 


ized In selling the accessories and parts for 
thos« cars. He wa» not Interested in selling 
new cars or repairing old ones, but he did sea 
that the motorist needed some place wherein 
h» could purchase the things to put on his car. 


The garages at that time charged extremely 


high prices for automobile accessories, and 
many of the car owners In those days could 
not afford to buy them. Accessories were lux- 
uries then and only the well-to-do were able to 
equip their cars with the latest gadgets. 


So, Phipps decided to operate a cut rate auto 


accessory store and bring the retail prices down 
to a point where the motorist with a small in- 
come could have those nifty trinkets on his car. 
With this idea in mind. Phipps started to do » 
brisk business at his little store. He sold th> 
auto owners the latest accessories at the lore* 
prices.

The first Dean Phlpns Auto Store IB 
Stroudsburg was very small- In fact it was no 
larger than a small office. But that store wa» 
packed with every conceivable auto necessity. 
The stock was always up-to-date. The very 
latest goods were always purchased and kept in 
stock. 
Motorists soon learned of tbat little 


shop and spent their money to their horn* 
town instead of sending away to the <dti« fat 
their needs. 
As business increased Phipps was able to 


buy stock Jn larger quantities and get lower 
prices from the wholesalers and factories. H» 
in turn passed these savings on to his cus- 
tomers. 


At the end of the second year the little store 


was too small to accommodate the greatly in- 
creased stock of merchandise, ao a larger and 
more modern store was opened two doors down 
the street. 


Business continued to increase until at -th« 


end of the third year Phipps decided it was 
time to start paying dividends. But there wera 
no stockholders to pay dividends to, so he de- 
cided to put that little profit to work and h« 
opened a second store at Newton, N. J. 


Some store keepers when they make a profit 


either put it in real estate life Insurance, stocks 
»nd bonds or decide to settle down and enjoy 
the luxuries of life—but not Dean Phipps. He 
wasn't ready to do those things. Re put that 
profit In another store and put another man to 
work. At the end of the fourth year we find 
him still unwilling to settle down and spend the 
profit. He opened the third store at Sunbury, 
Pa., and gave another man a chance to make a 
living. 


As time went on Phipps continued to put hi« 
profit back to work by constantly adding more 
stoies to the small chain. 
Every new store 


meant one or two more men added to the little 
payroll. 


The motorists liked Phipps' way of doing 


business. He was fair and square with every- 
body and the popularity of his stores increased. 
New customers were gained every day. They 
liked those modern up-to-date auto stores and 
most of all they liked the high quality of .the 
goods offered for sale at exceedingly low prices 


New stores were added at Towanda. Pa. 


Honesdale, Pa.: Wellsboro, Pa.: Gettysburg, Pa. 
Bellefonte, Pa.; Oneonta N. Y.; Walton, N. Y. 
Norwich, N. Y.: Owego. N. Y.: Carbondale, Pa., 
and Scranton. By this time the little store at 
Stroudsburj, which had been used as a ware- 
house to supply the out of town stores, could 
not take care of the rapidly increasing volume 
of business. So, a new and larger warehouse 
was established at Scranton. 


With all these additional stores and a large 


warehouse, many more people were put to work. 
Trucks were purchased and weekly deliveries of 
merchandise was made from Scranton to Q» 
various stores. 


As business continued to grow executive! 


were needed to supervise and assist Phipps la 
the operation of the chain, so many of the early 
store managers were promoted to better jobs. 
New men were hired to take their places in the 
stores. 


The little business by this time had grown 


Into quite a large business. More warehouse 
space was needed and also more employees. 
This increase !n stores and sales was during 
the lean years of 1931 and 1932.

IN BERLIN, Herr Goebbels, m in­ 
ister of propaganda, praising Hitler, 
says :“There will be no kaiser or 
king.” 
He might have added th at none is 
needed, since in Hitler Germany has 
a kaiser, king and dictator, “three- 
in-one.” 
Herr Goebbels boasts: 
“Hitler does not start the day 
asking: ‘What do leading bank­ 
ers say?* Rather, bankers begin 
the day asking: ‘What does Hit­ 
ler say?’” 
Germany has no monopoly of th at 
condition. Herr Goebbels would be 
surprised to hear how many bankers 
and other gentlemen in this country, 
who once thought they had money, 
begin the day asking: 
“What does Roosevelt say?” 


ONE AMERICAN, at least, is out 
of his troubles forver. Mr. Medlock, 
forty-eight years old, rented cotton 
land in Greenville County, S. C., 
and thought he knew how much cot­ 
ton he ought to plant to pay rent 
for his farm. 
After he had finished planting, 
government inspectors measured his 
cotton fields, and ordered him to 
plow under three acres.

In a letter to Fred L. Rentz, pres- 


ident of The News Company, E. M. 
Bryant of Long Beach, Calif., for- 
merly of this city, sends a clipping 
from a Los Angeles, Calif., newspa- 
per, which he believes is of inter- 
est In New Castle. 


The article is in a column written 


by Lee Shippey in the Los Angeles 
Times and concerns New Castle 
people and their possessions. 
The clipping follows: 
"Out at El Royale apartments is 


probably the most valuable and 
most personal collection of relics of 


Napoleon to Josephine are in the 
collection, and the idea was that if 
in the film Josephine wore those 
things a great deal of valuable pu- 
blicity would result. Then, too, the 
snuffbox Josephine gave Napoleon 
one given him by his officers when 
he was First Consul, and the one 
he took to Elba are there, and 
doubtless would arouse interest if 
carried by the 
screen Napoleon. 


There are innumerable letters and 
documents signed by Napoleon, Jo- 
sephine and all the major figures 
of that time, the doctor who pro- 
tested against Napoleon's treatment 
Napoleon ^Bonaparte in the world, on Elba, and was recalled in conse- 
quencej and many more Napoleon's 
signature to early letters was "Buon- 
aparte", then "Bonaparte" and fi- 
nally, "Nap". 


"Napoleon took 390 books to Elba 
with him, of which only eight can 
now be traced. Five of the eight 
are in this collection. They are "Les 
Memoirs du Cardinal de Retz". An- 
other item which is unique is a pos- 
ter which was put up throughout 
England after Napoleon's death Al- 
though many .of them were dis- 
played in public places then, offers 
of $10,000 for another copy have 
failed to discover any. The poster 
has a heavy black mourning border 
and is printed in heavy black tvoe 
It reads: 


" "There will be a general mourn- 


ing on account of the premature 
death of Napoleon, when every per- 
son who admires talent and respects 
courage in adversity is requested to 
put on some emblem of regret for 
the loss of this distinguished char- 


not excepting the .collection in the 
Louvre. It combines the Cartwright

Last Fifteen Months 


TWENTY THOUSAND 


MEN ARE EMPLOYED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—A sta- 


tistical summary outlining the work 
accomplishments of 
the Civilian 


Conservation corps in the state of 
Pennsylvania during the past 15 
months was made public today at 
the office of Robert Fechner, direc- 
tor of emergency conservation work 
This summary discloses that the 
work performed by the C. C. C. en- 
rollees has advanced the state's for- 
est development by at least ten 
years. Among the major work pro- 
jects completed were the construc- 
tion of 1,17 i miles of truck trails 
through the forests, the building o1 
267 miles of new telephone lines 
the construction of 445 miles of fire 
breaks and the planting of 3,412,000 
trees. 


An average of 19,800 C. C. C. men 


has worked In the state of Pennsyl- 
vania since the program began. Dur- 
ing the first period there were 
camps and 19,400 men assigned to 
Pennsylvania forest areas. 
During 


the second period the number ol 
camps was 104 and the enrollment 
20,800. At the present time, there 
are 96 camps located in Pennsylva- 
nia with an enrollment of 19,200 
men. 


Staley Praises Work. 


The forest work done in that state 


has been supervised by the forest 
service of the Department of Agri- 
culture in cooperation with the 
Pennsylvania Department of For- 
ests and Waters. The work done ir 
Pennsylvania parks was supervised 
by the national park service of the 
Interior department in cooperation 
with state authorities. The war de- 
partment, which operates the camps 
has 
charge of constructing the 


camps, feeding and clothing- the 
men, paying them and looking after 
their welfare.

Pennsylvania Department of Forests 
and Waters, commended the work 
done by the C. C. C. in that state. 


"I desire to express my hearty ap- 


proval and appreciation for the 
splendid work performed in the state 
forest of Pennsylvania and the Ci- 
vilian Conservation corps," he said. 
"The state forests of Pennsylvania, 
comprising 1,647,880 acres, have been 
greatly improved as a result of the 
work done by the corps. 


"Until the coming of the C. C. C. 


into Pennsylvania, state appropria- 
tions were never sufficient to per- 
mit construction of adequate roads 
and trails into extensive and remote 
areas in the state forest. The 4,000 
miles of roads and trails, including 
new construction and maintenance, 
undertaken by the emergency for- 
est workers have made many of 
these remote areas accessible and 
considerably improved the forest fire 
control situation in the state owned 
forests. 


"The C. C. C. camps have con- 


tributed immensely to the recrea- 
tional enjoyment of the citizens of 
Pennsylvania. During the past .year 
more than 600 acres have been add- 
ed to the area of state forest public 
camps. Various buildings, including 
48 pavilions, have been erected. 
Many of these camps have been pro- 
vided with improved water systems 
in addition to such facilities as fire- 
places, tables and benches. 


"Improvements have been made to 


400 miles of streams in the state for- 
ests and on state game lands by the 
Civilian Conservation corps workers. 
More than 800 fish dams and flve 
larger recreational dams were con- 
structed. These fish dams are main- 
tained to increase the natural propa- 
gation of fish in the streams. 


Combat Pine Blight, 


"The emergency forest workers 


contributed labor to the value of 
$70,000 this year in fighting forest 
flres in Pennsylvania woodlands. 
They were effective as reserve and 
emergency fire fighting units. 


"One of the important jobs un- 


dertaken by the men in the C. C. C. 
in the Pennsylvania state forests is 
their battle against the white pine 
blister rust. 
To date, more than 


3,500,000 currant and 
gooseberry 
plants have been destroyed, thus af- 
fording protection to more than 65,-

The records show that the follow-

C. C. C. in Pennsylvania: 


A total of 263 miles of new tele- 


phone lines have been constructed. 


A total of. 445 miles of 
firebreaks 


have been completed. 


A total of 6,346 acres have been 


cleared of inflammable debris and 
other fire hazards. 


Dead and down trees have been 


removed as a fire protection meas- 
ure for a distance of 50 feet on each 
side of 1,121 miles of roads and 
trails. 


Forest stand improvement, thru 


cutting out of dead and defective 
trees, has been completed on 52,052 
acres. 


A total of 1,177 miles of truck 


trails or forest roads have been con- 
structed primarily for forest protec- 
tion. 


Two hundred and sixty-four new 


bridges have been constructed. 


Nine hundreds and three miles of 


horse and. foot trails have been con- 
structed. 


Five new Sre towers and six new 


Ore tower cabins have been erected. 


A total of 30.126 man-days have 


been spent fighting forest fires. 


An aggregate of 14,379 man-days 


have been spent in the state forest 
nurseries clearing ground for addi- 
tional nursery space, preparing the 
soil for seeding, and weeding, lifting 
and packing trees for shipment. 


A total of 3,412,000 trees were 


planted on state forest lands, rep- 
resenting 1,976 man-days of labor. 


Gooseberries and currant bushes

against blister rust. 


Construction of park shelters, im- 


provement cuttings, piping of water, 
disposal of waste and other work in- 
cidental to camp ground develop- 
ment comprised 110 acres of im- 
provement cuttings, erection of .62 
buildings, construction of 24 waste 
disposal receptacles and 246 other 
units of development such as new 
tables, benches, water lines and 
dams.

Thirteen large dams and 446 small 


dams were constructed primarily for 
flood control, recreation and fish 
conservation. In addition, 1,800 cu- 
bic yards of earth were removed for 
channel clearings and 64 miles of 
stream improved. 


Of the total number of enrolled 


men working in Pennsylvania, 21,951 
were enrolled from cities and smaller 
communities in that state. Each of 
these men allotted home to his de- 
pendents an average of five-sixths 
of his monthly pay of $30.

the allotment checks -to the enrollees' 
dependents, estimates that up to

20,800. 
At the present time, there 
are 96 camps located in Pennsylva­ 
nia with an enrollment of 19,200 
men.

“The C. C. C. camps have con­ 
tributed immensely to the recrea­ 
tional enjoyment of the citizens of 
Pennsylvania. During the past year 
more than 600 acres have been add­ 
ed to the area of state forest public 
camps. Various buildings, including 
48 pavilions, have 
been 
erected. 
Many of these camps have been pro­ 
vided with improved water systems 


j in addition to such facilities as fire- 
I places, tables and benches. 
“Improvements have been made to 
400 miles of streams in the state for- 
| ests and on state game lands by the 
! Civilian Conservation corps workers. 
! More than 800 fish dams and five 
! larger recreational dams were con- 
j structed. These fish dams are main- 
| tained to increase the natural propa­ 
gation of fish in the streams. 
Combat Pine Blight. 
“The emergency forest workers 
contributed labor to the value of 
$70,000 this year in fighting forest 
fires 
in Pennsylvania woodlands. 
They were effective as reserve and 
emergency fire fighting units. 
“One of the im portant jobs un­ 
dertaken by the men in the C. C. C. 
in the Pennsylvania state forests is 
their battle against the white pine 
blister rust. 
To date, more than 
3,500,000 
currant 
and 
gooseberry 
plants have been destroyed, thus af­ 
fording protection to more than 65,- 
000 acres of white pine timberland 
against this disease. 
“The improvements in the state 
forests of Pennsylvania as a result 
of the work performed by the Civil­ 
ian Conservation corps camps have 
advanced the state forest develop­ 
ment program at least ten years.” 
List Improvements. 
The records show that ttye follow­ 
ing work has been performed by the 
C. C. C. in Pennsylvania: 
A total of 263 miles of new tele­ 
phone lines have been constructed. 
A total of 445 miles of firebreaks 
have been completed. 
A total of 6,346 acres have been 
cleared of inflammable debris and 
other fire hazards. 
Dead and down trees have been 
removed as a fire protection meas­ 
ure for a distance of 50 feet on each 
side of 1,121 miles of roads and 
trails. 
Forest stand improvement, thru 
cutting out of dead and defective 
trees, has been completed on 52,052 
acres. 
A total of 1,177 miles of truck 
trails or forest roads have been con­ 
structed primarily for forest protec­ 
tion. 
Two hundred and sixty-four new 
bridges have been constructed. 
Nine hundreds and three miles of 
horse and. foot trails have been con- 
| structed. 
Five new fire towers and six new 
fire tower cabins have been erected. 
A total of 30.126 man-days have 
been spent fighting forest fires. 
An aggregate of 14,379 man-days 
have been spent in the state forest 
nurseries clearing ground for addi­ 
tional nursery space, preparing the 
soil for seeding, and weeding, lifting 
and packing trees for shipment. 
A total of 3.412,000 trees were 
planted on state forest lands, rep­ 
resenting 1,976 man-days of labor. 
Gooseberries and currant bushes 
were removed from 60,034 acres of 
white 
pine 
lands 
as 
protection 
against blister rust. 
Construction of park shelters, im­ 
provement cuttings, piping of water, 
disposal of waste and other work in­ 
cidental to camp ground develop­ 
ment comprised 110 acres of im ­ 
provement cuttings, erection of 62 
buildings, construction of 24 waste 
disposal receptacles and 246 other 
units of development such as new 
tables, benches, water lines and 
dams. 
Send Money Home. 
Thirteen large dams and 446 small 
dams were constructed primarily for 
flood control, recreation and fish 
conservation. In addition, 1,800 cu­ 
bic yards of earth were removed for 
channel clearings and 64 miles of 
stream improved. 
Of the total number of enrolled 
men working in Pennsylvania, 21,951 
were enrolled from cities and smaller 
communities in th a t state. Each of 
these men allotted home to his de­ 
pendents an average of five-sixths 
of his monthly pay of $30. 
The 
war department, which sends out 
the allotment checks to the enrollees’

Advanced Ten Years In 


Last Fifteen Months 


TWENTY THOUSAND 


MEN ARE EMPLOYED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—A sta- 


tistical summary outlining the work 
accomplishments of 
the 
Civilian 


Conservation corps in the state of 
Pennsylvania during the past 15 
months was made public today at 
the office of Robert Fechner, direc- 
tor of emergency conservation work. 
This summary discloses that the 
work performed by the C. C. C. en- 
rollees has advanced the state's for- 
est development by at least ten 
years. Among the major work pro- 
jects completed were the construc- 
tion of l,17i miles of truck trails 
through the forests, the building of 
267 miles of new telephone lines, 
the construction of 445 miles of fire 
breaks and the planting of 3,412,000 
trees. 


An average of 19,800 C. C. C. men 


has worked In the state of Pennsyl- 
vania since the program began. Dur- 
ing the first period there were 97 
camps and 19.400 men assigned to 
Pennsylvania forest areas. During 
the second period the number of 
camps was 104 and the enrollment 
20,800. At the present time, there 
are 96 camps located in Pennsylva- 
nia with an enrollment of 19,200 
men. 


Staley Praises Work. 


The forest work done in that state 


has been supervised by the forest 
service of the Department of Agri- 
culture in cooperation with the 
Pennsylvania Department of For- 
ests and Waters. The work done in 
Pennsylvania parks was supervised 
by the national park service of the 
Interior department in cooperation 
with state authorities. The war de- 
partment, which operates the camps, 
has 
charge of constructing the 


camps, feeding and clothing the 
men, paying them and looking after 
their welfare.

Pennsylvania Department of Forests 
and Waters, commended the work 
done by the C. C. C. in that state. 


"I desire to express my hearty ap- 


proval and appreciation for the 
splendid work performed in the state 
forest of Pennsylvania and the Ci- ! 
vilian Conservation corps," he said.; 
"The state forests of Pennsylvania,' 
comprising 1,647,880 acres, have been 
greatly improved as a result of the 
work done by the corps. 


"Until the coming of the C. C. C. 


into Pennsylvania, state appropria- 
tions were never sufficient to per- 
mit construction of adequate roads 
and trails into extensive and remote 
areas in the state forest. The 4,000 
miles of roads and trails, including 
new construction and maintenance, 
undertaken by the emergency for- 
est workers have made many of 
these remote areas accessible and 
considerably improved the forest fire 
control situation in the state owned 
forests. 


"The C. C. C. camps have con- 


tributed immensely to the recrea- 
tional enjoyment of the citizens of 
Pennsylvania. During the past year 
more than 600 acres have been add- 
ed to the area of state forest public 
camps. Various buildings, including 
48 pavilions, have been erected. 
Many of these camps have been pro- 
vided with improved water systems 
in addition to such facilities as fire- 
places, tables and benches. 


"Improvements have been made to 


400 miles of streams in the state for- 
ests and on state game lands by the 
Civilian Conservation rorps workers. 
More than 800 fish dams and five 
larger recreational dams were con- 
structed. These fish dams are main- 
tained to increase the natural propa- 
gation of fish in the streams. 


Combat Pine Blight. 


"The emergency forest workers 


contributed labor to the value of 
$70,000 this year in fighting forest 
flres in Pennsylvania woodlands. 
They were effective as reserve and 
emergency fire fighting units. 


"One of the Important jobs un- 


dertaken by the men in the C. C. C. 
in the Pennsylvania state forests is 
their battle against the white pine 
blister rust. 
To date, more than 


3,500,000 currant 
and 
gooseberry 


plants have been destroyed, thus af- 
fording protection to more than 65,- 
000 acres of white pine timberland 
against this disease.

"The improvements in the state 


forests of Pennsylvania as a result 
of the work performed by the Civil- 
ian Conservation corps camps have 
advanced the state forest develop- 
ment program at least ten years."
